VALUE OF PETROL: DRIVEN LORRIES, 


One of the experiments which I hinted 
atin my opening sentencos, and ‘ono which 
was tried on a large scale in the non- 
combgtant servicer, had to do wit motor 
transport and the success of the internal 
combustion, petrol-driven lorry has con.
